Reading tlie_i:ecent report 
of the Lake County Grand 
Jury which . investigated "al- 
loyed" tampering' with ttie 
tally sheets in the April pri- 
mary election For the Repub- 
lican nomination for County 
Coroner one gets the impres- 
sion the report was written 
by a member of the Lake 
County Public Building Com- 
mission. 

The report states flatly 
that the tallies \fero doctored 
in four Lake County, pre- 
cincts, apparently giving the 
nomination, to Coroner Rob- 
ert H. Rabcox. but the tam- 
pering was so flagrant that 
it was eaj'ly detected and 
the voles in- the precincts 
wore given to Orville (Pal) 
Cla\x\v, the ultimate winner. 
The report expressed little 
concern with the actual tam- 
pering and the grand jury 
was evidently not overly con- 
cerned with the violations of 
tally security measures whi||h 
made the tampering possimu. 
The grand jury was strong 
in its condemnation of the 
facilities afforded the County 
Clerk's office for the protec- 
tion of the ballots and tally 
sheets. 

One could almost road in- 
to the report a strong sales 
pitch for a new courthouse 
so that a repitition of the 
tally tampering could not oc- 
cur. 

The report did nothing to 
clear tlm air concerning the 
tampering and In all truth 
there was little evidence 
available from . which »o 
launch an investigation ex- 
cept for the tallies them- 
selves. 

The report did nothing to 
eliminate the cloud that rests 
on the election, a cloud that 
must inevitably be a key 
issue in the coming campaign. 
Strangely enough there 
has been little concern ex- 
pressed by Republican lead- 
ers and editorial writers in 
Lake County, although both 
are quick to cry "Vole 
fraud" whenever a Republi- 
can candidate loses an elec- 
tion in Chicago. 

Future cries of vote fraud 
are going to' have a hollow 
ring because of the shrug of 
the shoulders attitude adopt- 
ed toward tally tampering in 
our own elections. 
**# 

This is the season when 
selling advertising in dance 
and picnic programs or sell- 
ing tickets for political and 
association golf outings be- 
comes a major activity in 
Lake County and, no doubt, 
elsewhere in the state. 

Many of these program and 
outings are activities of po- 
lice organizations or political 



organizations with a strong 
police flavor and herein lies 
the rub. 

Too often the police offi- 
cers who are selling the ad- 
vertising or the tickets are 
in uniform while performing 
these off-duty chores, which 
actually produces a mild form 
of blackmail. 

It is much harder to turn 
down an ad or a packet of 
tickets when the solicitation 
is made by a salesman in a 
policeman's uniform than it 
is to turn, down the same 
salesman in civilian clothes. 

Most of the dances or pro- 
gram sales are for the wor- 
thy cause of buying equip- 
ment for the police which the 
municipalities cannot afford, 
but the practice of sending 
uniformed officers as solicit- 
ors frequently leaves a bad 
taste in the mouth of the mer- 
chant and can raise some 
eyebrows among those who 
might witness the exchange 
of cash without knowing why 
the exchange is being made.

Under S. 2114, the Comp- 
troller Gonerarl (an official 
who Is responsible solely to 
the Congress) would conduct 
a. study and, report on all of 
the existing Federal . grants- 
iifinld^programs-with-a - view, 
toward "eliminating areas of 
conflict and duplication." 
This bill also provides that 
five years- after - 1 he . cf feciivje 
date of the Act establishing" 
any new program of thls'typc. 
the program shall expire. 

The Federal expenditures 
which this legislation aims to 
control total more than 910 
billion annually. It is not 
surprising that the National 
Taxpayers' Federation, the 
Taxpayers' Federation of Illi- 
nois, and many other busi- 
ness and civic organizations 
favor enactment of "this 
measure. , ■ 

The bill was scheduled to 
come before my House Com- 
mittee on Government Oper- 
ations at its last meeting 
Then, in the fact of over- 
whelming public and private 
support, the national AFL- 
CIO Legislative Director 
wrote a letter, opposing com- 
mittee action of this bill — 
contending that, of all things, 
this leglsjation is "unncces-, 
sary." At a moment when 
this bill seemed certain to 
pass, tliis single letter from 
the AFL-CIO appears to have 
doomed one of the most use- 
ful measures ever to have 
come before the Congress. 

The AFL-CIO advice runs 
counter to the following: 

1. The Kestnbaum Com- 
mission's report of 1055 

2. A report of the House 
Committee on Government 
Operations issued in 1958 

3. The June 1061 report 
of the same committee 

4. A report of the Advis- 
ory Commission on Intergov- 
ernmental Relations. 

5. The report of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Govern- 
ment Operations. 

Before taking this favor- 
able action, the Senate Com- 
mittee heard the testimony or 
Edward Staples, Executive 
Director of the Missouri Ex- 
penditure Survey, who de : 
dared: 

"Through grants-in-aid. the 
national government influ- 
ences, and to . some extent 
controls, 75 per cent of the 
total activities of state gov- 
ernments. With grants goes 
control. With control goes 
power. With power goes 
centralization — and in too 
much centralization lies dan- 
ger to our entire Federal 
system of government." 

It is my view that tho citi- 
zens of this nation as well as 
local and state officials and 
most Members of Congress, 
are concerned about this 
trend toward Federal con- 
trols and centralization of 
government." Apparently, the 
AFL-CIO is not. 

At any rate, S. 2114 seems 
to be on the shelf for the dur- 
ation of the 88th Congress. 
And the proliferation and 
expansion of Federal grants- 
in-aid go merrily on.
